San Francisco, July 28.— The troops 


and sheriff and posse are still pur- 
suing the escaped convicts who mov- 
ed toward Coleman. The latest infor- 
mation is of an engagement in which 
John Allison and another 
unknown 


were killed. Their capture is expect- 
ed soon. 


Sacramento, Cal, July 
28.— Thir- 


teen desperate prisoners confined in 
the Folsom penitentiary made a suc- 
cessful break for liberty . at 
the 


breakfast hour this morning. 
After 


a fierce fight in the captain's office, 
during which a turnkey was fatally 
stabbed, a guard was killed and an- 
other officer wounded, the convicts 
seized arms and ammunition, 
and 


using the warden and other officers 
as shields, escaped. It is 
believed 


they are making for the Bald moun- 
tains. State troops ordered out by 
Governor Pardee have gone to 
the 


scene.

When the

was reached officers there attempted 
to interfere, but were quickly over- 
powered and the convicts, after for- 
tifying themselves further with rifles, 
knives, pistols and ammunition, made 
a dash for the country. 


Convicts, each armed 
with rifles, 


marched one on either side of War- 
den Wilkinson, who was threatened 
with death if he made an attempt to 
escape and the officers were told that 
if any of the pursuers took the life 
of one of their number that they would 
retaliate life for life. 
At 
Mormon 


bridge about a mile from the peniten- 
tiary, the warden, his grandson and 
Captain Murphy were released. The 
others were marched alon.g with the 
convicts Further on the desperados 
went to a farmer's house, seized his 
four-horse team and wagon, stripped 
the house of all its portable valuables 
took the farmer with them as a driv- 
er and headed for Bald mountain. 
Evidently it is their intention 
to 


reach Alabaster cave. All are 
still 


at large. Among the officers earned 
off by them is General Overseer Mc- 
Donough. Some fears aif^tfelt for his 
safety as he bears the especial ill- 
will of the convicts. 


WAS A DESPERATE FIGHT. 


The several 
hundred 
remaining 


prisoners made no attempt to 
away and were quietly returned 
to 


their cells and locked up. 
Warden 


Wilkinson was the first to return to 
the prison. Captain Murphy appeared 
•afterward-minus part of his clothing 
[and later young Wilkinson. 
Warden 


Wilkinson -gives out this statement: 


"I went up to the prison, as is my 


custom to see the convicts eat their 
breakfast and stopped at the cap- 
tain's office to wail for the prisoners 
to complete the meal. We were sit- 
ting in the office when the line made 
its appearance from tne 
breaktast 


room and started for the grounds

The convicts quickly made their 


way to the office of 
R. J. Murphy, 


captain of the guard, and 
seized 


Warden Wilkinson, 
his 
grandson, 


Harry Wilkinson, Captain Murphy and 
several other officers, and guards. A 
desperate fight took place. 


The convicts were 
armed 
with 


knives and razors and with these they 
assaulted Warden Wilkinson and his 
officers. 
The warden's clothing was 


slashed into shreds with a razor but 
the blade did not touch the flesh. 


ONE OFFICER DISEMBOWELED. 
Turnkey Cochrane fought the con- 


victs witB a chair, raining blows upon 
them right and left Finally he was 
felled by a knife thrust in the back. 
Guard Cotter was disemboweled by a 
cut in the abdomen and he died about 
noon. Palmer was severely cut In the 
head. The floor of the office was cov- 
ered with blood. 


The officers* were easily outnumber- 


ed and were soon .relieved of their 
arm*. Then, using the 
officers 
as 


shields the convicts started for the 
armory on the outskirts of the peni- 
tentiary gronda. They pttned 
a 


g»» o» one o* the walls tat 


"Suddenly 
or eight of 
the 


prisoners made a rush from the line 
with razors drawn, and came directly 
for us 
They were joined by others, 


I judge there was about 
15 in all. 


Blood began to flow. I saw that it was 
hopeless to put up a fight against such 
odds. 
One of the convicts came up 


behind my back ami tried to cut open 
my abdomen. The convicts overpow- 
ered us and proceeded to the yard and 
out of it by the front gate toward the 
armory. The gatthng guns stationed 
on the hilltops and along the walls 
would have been fired by the guards 
but had they done so the officers, as 
well as the prisoners would have been 
killed. 
The guards were unable to 


either rescue or to prevent the escape 
of the convicts. 


"As we neared the armory a guard 


came out and they seized him. They 
took his keys, entered the armory and 
equipped themselves with all manner 
of weapons. They then started along 
the road toward the Mormon Island 
bridge. After they had gone abou a 
mile they released me. They also re- 
leased Captain MurpEy and my grand- 
son, Harry Wilkinson. The rest 
of 


the -men they 'have taken along with 
them including General Overseer Mc- 
Donough, 
Guard John Klensendorf, 


Guy Jetter, foreman of the rock quar- 
ry; Antonio Brown, stage driver, and 
Guard L. S. Vetres and two or three 
others."

The aged 
mother of the young men was present 
m court and with Charles signed the 
bond on which William was released 
Even m the event the defendant mar- 
ries, his first care must still be his 
brother. 


"I am guilty of this attack which 


has ruined my brother's life," said 
William to the court. It has blasted 
my lite and ended the happiness of 


our mother. Were Charles injured by 
accident it would be my duty 
and 


my wish to care for him. Now that 
I jim responsible for his injury, obli- 
spiton on me to protect him is doubl- 
ed. -If I go to the 'penitentiary which 
I deserve, there will be no one 
fo" 


care for either him or mother. If you 
give me my liberty I will take care 
of them both for life."

HANGED IN SPITE OF PROTESTATIONS

Shreveport, La., July 28.—Informa- 


tion reached Shreveport that the ne- 
gress, Jennie Steer, who administer- 
ed poison in a glass of lemonade to 
Lizzie Dolan, the 16-year-old daughter 
of John Dolan, from the effects 
of 


which she died, was lynched by 
a 


mob last night. The lynching occurred 
at the Baird 
plantation, 
near the 


spot where the woman's crime was 
committed. She was stubborn to the 
last, denying her Berime. 


It is claimed that the negress fled 


from the Dolan household as soon as 
'she discovered that her 
crime was 


known. She was pursued by a posse 
which found her crouching in a hay 
loft. She- refused to come out and had 


to be dragged from the place. Asked 
why she had poisoned Miss Dolan the 
negress indignantly denied the com* 
mission of the crime. She was taken 
to the Dolan homestead 
and fully 


identified as the woman 
who had 


placed the poison in the lemonade. 


The mob then took the woman, to ft 


nearby tree, placed a rope around her 
neck and again asked her to confess. 
She was strung up without making 
any admissions. While the body was 
dangling in midair 
several bullets 


were fired into it by eBfeged citizens. 


The poisoning of Miss I>o|an c*«lt- 


ed intense excitement in the neigh* 
borhood. The victim died in horrible 
agony, which accentuated the rage ot 
the mob.

(Ohio State Journal.) 


The agitation in Ohio at this time 


on the subject of taxation recalls the 
fact that it was a Franklin county 
man, named Alfred Kelley, one of the 
pioneer bankers and statesmen, who 
was the father of the present system 
ol taxation in this state. Alfred Kel- 
ley was one of the greatest men that 
Ohio ever produced, and 
his chief 


work was the system of taxation he 
inaugurated when a member of the 
Ohio senate, from the Districts com- 
posed of the counties 
of Franklin, 


Madison and Clark. He entered 
the 


senate with the administration 
of 


Governor Hartley in 1S'44 and served 
two terms. He was a Whig and the 
measure that was afterward engraft; 
od into the constitution of 1851 was 
supported generally bylhe Whigs and 
Opposed by the Democrats. 
' From the admission of the state 
into the Union in 1803 until 1840 the 
state of Ohio had freedom in taxation. 
It could tax such property as 
it 


chose and leave untaxed 
what 
it 


deemed best. 
The Ohio general as- 


sembly was supreme on the subject 
of taxation. In that period the legis- 
lature declared the objects of taxa- 
tion and the extent to which these 
objects could be taxed. 


During the first term of 
Senator 


Kelley he became the great advocate 
of advalorem taxation, that is 
the 


taxation of all property at its true 
value in money, which has been the 
law in Ohio on that subject for more 
than a half century. He wrote a bill 
covering his views. It was viciously 
fought at every stage by the Demo- 
crats, but after long 'and acrimonious 
debate the bill passed the senate by 
the vote of 17 to 16, a CSre majority. 
It was then taken to the house and 
passed that body by a vote of 37 to 
29. There has been but little change 
in the Kelley law from that day 
to 


this. 


When the constitutional convention 


of 1851 convened the Democrats 
of 


that body, following the tradition of 
yeajs, although they had viciously 
fought the Kelley law, appropriated it 
as their measure and engrafted it in- 
to the organic law of the state.
